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TOPICS OF THE DAY 


ARCHITECTS AND SPECIALISATION. 


PECIALISATION in Architectural Practice is a 
subject of particular interest to architects just 
now, and it was to be expected that the recent R.I.B.A. 
informal discussion on specialisation would draw the 
full house it did. The cynic, of course, would probably 
hold that the bitterest opponents of specialisation are 
those whose practices have never afforded them the 
opportunity to specialise, but we think that the reason- 
able man, while admitting that a certain amount of 
specialisation is inevitable, even necessary, believes that 
specialisation does not generally tend to produce archi- 
tecture of the highest quality. We do not notice in the 
summarised report issued (page 563) any reference to 
what we believe to be a principal reason for this, namely, 
that few architects have the opportunity to specialise 
except when commissioned or employed by a multiple 
company or development syndicate which is not 
interested primarily in architecture but in costs. It is 
true to say, we believe, that while some architects are 
forced into a career of specialisation, there are few 
practitioners who, for choice; would not choose a general 
practice where they might exercise that faculty for 
planning which must always be their main function. 


THE PROBLEM OF SHELTERS. 


"THERE has been a tendency in recent weeks, possibly 
as a result of Finsbury’s action in preparing a 
scheme of “deep” shelters for the borough’s defence, 
for authorities and private persons engaged professionally 
in the subject of Air Raid Protection, to divide them- 


selves into opposing camps on the question as to whether | 


the Government should, on the one hand, continue with 
its plans for blast- and splinter-proof shelters and 
reinforced basements, or should commit itself to a 
national plan of deep shelters for large cities. 

To the impartial observer, it has seemed that each 
plan has certain points in its favour, and a scientific 
analysis of the whole question—made by Messrs. Oscar 
Bayne, Felix J. Samuely and Conrad Hamann—appears 
in the Special A.R.P. Supplement published with this 
issue. The authors sum up the situation in the following 
terms :— 

“It appears, then, that a double programme is re- 
quired to meet the facts of the situation: a scheme of 
temporary blast-resisting shelter accommodation capable 
of being rapidly brought to completion, coupled with a 
long-term programme giving a measure of protection 
which is based upon the degree of vulnerability and not 
upon rapidity of construction. 

“This may appear to be merely extravagance piled 
upon extravagance, yet it will be seen that accepting 
the figures given in the Finsbury scheme as a basis for 
the time being, the cost of a complete temporary pro- 
gramme, followed by a complete long-term scheme, is 
only 22 per cent. greater than the cost of the long-term 
scheme alone. It remains, then, to consider whether 
the two time-factors mentioned above demand such a 
double programme.” 

The analysis made would seem to show conclusively 
that a double programme is required. Graphs indicate 
that a bombproof (i.e., a deep shelter) scheme cannot 
be as effective as a blast-resisting scheme until it is 
sufficiently far advanced to reduce the casualty rate 
to that of the blast-resisting scheme. The authors 
demonstrate that this stage is not reached until the 
deep-shelter scheme is 90 per cent. complete. 

In view of the uncertainty of the present situation, 
it is not possible to estimate the period of immunity 
from possible attack. Nor, state the authors, could a 
national scheme of deep shelters be carried through in 
a matter of months—due to limitations imposed by 
man-power, materials and equipment. The period 


would more probably be measured in years, though an 
individual scheme (such as Finsbury) might be con- 
structed in a short time with adequate organisation 
and the will to do so. 

The article will, we think, be found of use in throwing 
light upon the relative values during a particular period 
of bombproof and blast-resisting shelters, and should 
do much to bring some degree of order into the rather 
chaotic condition in which Structural A.R.P. at present 
finds itself. 


BUILDING PROGRESS. 


Tt! monthly building statistics for February, which 

are summarised on page 581, show an improvement 
both on those for the previous month and on figures for 
February, 1938. February’s increase over the figures for 
January is no less than 37.6 per cent., which may be 
regarded as an earnest of returning industrial confidence. 
Sections which show increases are “ Dwelling Houses ”’ 
and “‘ Factories and Workshops,” but all other sections 
are well maintained. 

It is particularly unfortunate that at this time, when 
such a decided turn for the better has been registered, 
the international situation should once again give rise 
to anxiety. While this must inevitably cause hesitation 
to investors, we consider that the latter will do the best 
service to themselves, the building industry and the 
country at large if they continue to investigate every 
possibility for investment. 

It is not our province to discuss politics, but we may 
state our belief that the present Continental situation is 
one which must be cleared up quickly one way or the 
other. If we hold to the opinion that the issues will be 
settled without recourse to force on the part of this 
country, that opinion is not based on blind optimism, 
but rather on the belief that even the most headstrong 
of foreign powers must in the ultimate resort be aware 
of the appalling consequences of large-scale warfare to 
all concerned. For that reason we believe that a peaceful 
solution will be found and, as a consequence, we may 
expect a revival of trade from which those investors 
who have their schemes in order for immediate develop- 
ment will be the first to benefit. 


“*SUNSHINE TALK.”’ 


VW8HlE on this subject, we note that a leading 

daily newspaper, analysing recent European 
events, suggested in its leading article that there was 
too much “sunshine talk” on the part of responsible 
heads of the Government. We find it difficult to 
understand why there should be such anxiety to depress 
the citizens of this favoured and powerful country, 
nor why a natural indignation at dictatorial bad faith 
must be accompanied by a deliberate lowering of 
confidence. 

Perhaps, if the writer had been a member of the 
architectural profession or of the building trade, and 
therefore one of those who feel the first effects of trade 
depression, he would commend all attempts to stimulate 
confidence, and would see the futility of the portentous 
talk which helps no victim, hurts no aggressor and 
succeeds only in causing “jitters’””—to use that ex- 
pressive new word. 

If we really consider the question from all angles, 
it will be obvious that just as this country is safe because 
it is strong, strong because it is wealthy, and wealthy 
because of its healthy trade and finances, so can the 
process be reversed if confidence is shaken with. a 
natural reaction upon trade. Upon the solid strength 
of this country can be built up the structure of world 
security, ripe for completion when the jerry-built 
erections of post-war Europe have blown themselves - 
up, as they must, and made way for healthy development.

Tue fifth annual award of the gold 
medal to be presented by the Tylers’ and 
Bricklayers’ Company to the architect of 
the building judged to have the most 
merit within the R.I.B.A. radius of eight 
miles from Charing Cross. will be 
announced in June next. The building 
is to be one of brick and tile, but build- 
ings having a small amount of stone or 
other dressings will not necessarily ve 
precluded.

Royal Scottish Academy: 
Elections. 

At the general assembly of the Royal 
Scottish Academy in Edinburgh, Sir 
Edwin Lutyens, President of the Royal 
Academy, Sir William Reid Dick, R.A., 
His Majesty’s Sculptor-in-Ordinary for 
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Scotland,and Sir James Lewis Caw, former 
director of the National Galleries of Scot- 
land, were elected honorary members.

Council for Art and Industry: 
Appointment of Chairman.

Underground Roads for London: 
Their Uses as Shelters. 

A prRoposAL to build 1,200 miles of steel- 
lined roadways underneath London as an 
alternative to the Bressey scheme has 
been outlined by Mr. R. R. Stokes, M.P. 
for Ipswich and an engineer. His plan is 
for the construction of roads 60 ft. below 
the surface and connected with the ground 
level by means of spiral roadways on 
which cars could travel. Over 5,000 people, 
it is estimated, could be accommodated 
in every mile of these roadways in the 
event of air raids. This would give ade- 
quate shelter for the whole of London’s 
population at a cost of £120,000,000, the 
amount stated by the Bressey Report to 
be the minimum necessary for a rebuild- 
ing of London’s roads. 

** A great deal of the money required for 
carrying out the Bressey scheme would be 
needed simply for indemnifying owners 
of land,’’ Mr. Stokes explained. ‘‘ Under- 
ground roads 15 ft. in diameter and pro- 
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perly concreted would cost £100,000 a 
mile, but the whole of the money spent 
would go to provide materials and em- 
ployment, not to pay for the land to build 
the roads on. Such roads built under 
the surface would solve -London’s traffic 
problem and would prove an asset in 
peace time. In a national emergency they 
would form bomb-proof shelters for mil- 
lions of people.” 


School of Town Planning, 
Aberdeen. 

SHoutp the report submitted to the 
Governors of Robert Gordon’s Colleges, 
Aberdeen, be approved, the Architectural 
Department will set up a Town Planning 
Section. The elementary stage will not 
be included, but town planning to cope 
with the needs of traffic regulations, 
sanitary and other regulations, and 
A.R.P. measures, will be instituted. 


Chiswick House: 
Proposed Restoration. 


THe Chiswick Group of Artists are hop- 
ing to establish their permanent head- 
quarters at Chiswick House. This build- 
ing, an example of 18th-century work, is 
to be restored by the Brentford and Chis- 
wick U.D.C. at a cost of £6,000, half of 
which would be contributed by Middlesex 
C.C., under the supervision of a private 
architect working in conjunction with the 
Office of Works. 


Paddington Borough Council : 
Housing Consultant to be Appointed. 

At its meeting on Thursday night, 
Paddington Borough Council had before 
it a recommendation by its Housing 
Committee that Miss Elizabeth Denby 
should be appointed Housing Consultant. 
for the Clarendon-street area redevelop- 
ment. The fee proposed is £525.

The Development of Oxford: 
Need for a “ Master” Plan. 


_ THE need of some master plan for the 
future development of Oxford was ex- 
pressed by the Dean of University Col- 
lege (Mr. J. P. R. Maud) at a recent lec- 
ture in Oxford on “ Industrial Revolution 
at Oxford ” as the fourth of a series given 
at the School of Technology. There was 
a danger, he said, of the Oxford district 
becoming an apathetic collection of frag- 
mentary heterogeneous elements without 
very much sense of community. On the 
other hand, there was the possibility of 
the Oxford community becoming more of 
a community. There should be unofficial 
conferences between representatives of 
the City and the Counties. 


Overseas Buyers 
At the B.I.F. 


THE Department of Overseas Trade an- 
nounce that the number of foreign and 
Empire buyers who visited the British 
Industries Fair, which closed on Friday 
March 3, reached a record figure of 
close upon 7,000 in London and Birming- 
ham, an increase of more than 700 over 
last year.

With the last month’s copies of various 
periodicals, all the architectural maga- 
zines, together with the books, ARNOLD 
Bennett’s ‘“‘ Literary Taste,’ Sir JAMES 
Jeans’s ‘‘ Mysterious Universe,’ GEORGE 
BERNARD SHAw’s “‘ Intelligent Woman’s

“Vision and Design,’”’ Stamunp FREeEuD’s 
‘““ Psychopathology of Everyday Life,’ 
Marcet Proust’s “‘Swann’s Way,” and

Desert,’ I have been as happy as a sand- 
boy. 

Plus a telephone, a diary and a writing- 
pad for ideas, I felt more rested, 
more organised than I have felt for some 
time—a sort of 20th-century version of re- 
tirement into a monastery. This leads me 
to one definite conclusion—namely, that 
at frequent intervals, when circumstances 
point that way, a day and a night in bed 
(with telephone, books, magazines, etc.) 
would produce, ultimately, a smoother, 
much more satisfactory routine than does 
this constant rush from early morning till 
late at night. In this resting period, 
which I would put down as being neces- 
Sary once a week, the appointments for 
the following week could be made in a 
much neater pattern than is possible by 
normal intermittent methods. Such read- 
ing as had to be done would be more con- 
centrated, more thoroughly assimilated, 
and the body would be rested sufficiently 
to cope with a busy week. 

Most of all, quiet thinking would do a 
great deal to sort out the direction of 

one’s activities, provide solutions to 

current problems, either in one’s work or 

practical life, and by the absence of dis- 

tracting influences the decisions reached 

would be much more oneself than the col- 

lective ideas of those who surround one. 
* * % 


So many things occurred to my mind— 
connected with architecture by some pro- 
cess of thinking difficult to define. The 
most obviously architectural idea came in 
a roundabout way by the activities of the 
London Sketch Club, which meets in an 
old studio off the Marylebone-road. A 
hundred and forty members meet every 
Friday evening, from October to May, and 
for two hours they sketch. It sounds, put 
in that way, rather like a _ students’ 
gathering, but the members are middle- 
aged (the term sounds horrid, but the 


meaning is well intentioned) artists, a 
good many of whom are well known—Joun 
HassaLt, GEORGE Parusy, Ceci. ALDIN, 
Harry Ritey and so on—and the subject 
they work on is given out in advance; the 
eventual treatment of the same subject by 
individual artists varying.to a more con- 
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siderable degree than one would have 
thought possible. 

After two hours’ work, they have supper 
together on the premises; after supper 
they talk, play darts, draughts, quoits or 
relate anecdotes. 

The point is that a social-cum-working 
club exists among artists, and out of this 
idea has sprung a series of events which 
are among the most pleasant in London. 
And the reason for my mentioning it lies 
in the scattered life of architects as a pro- 
fession. For some time past I have visua- 
lised a club such as this, having as its 
basis a different aim, but in its methods 
a similar approach. 

The mainspring of this idea of mine 
arises out of the lack of harmony between 
architects, sculptors and painters. From 
all points of view there is no relation be- 
tween the arts at the moment, and the 
architectural whole is, by virtue of this 
fact, far from being right. 

If one hundred men from these three 
arts formed such a club, there would arise 
gradually among these forms of art an 
understanding which would be of mutual 
benefit to everybody concerned. 


* * * 


In fact, this group idea stands 
out as being some form of solution to the 
complex problems of contemporary archi- 
tectural practice. There are several firms 
of architects working as groups, and the 
work of the two town planning schools at 
London University and the Architectural 
Association are further examples. If only 
groups, having a definite sense of respon- 
sibility, could put before a building com- 
mittee attached to the Government the 
considered analysis of current problems, 
such official aid as might be created 
would do a great deal towards making 
practical the various problems that now 
arise and realising in the concrete such 
schemes as have been put forward and 
stand no chance whatever of going on. 
The Bressey Report, the garden city move- 
ment, preservation of fine buildings, and 
so on, are a few of the major problems 
which would move forward rapidly with 
Government aid. 


* * * 


One such problem is that of the railways 
versus road transport. Without careful 
analysis, it is difficult to say where the 
real cause of the trouble and the real 
solution lies. It seems to me that the 
evolution of the internal combustion 
engine has brought into our lives a-wholly 
new method of planning. The railway be- 
ing a fixed track, the stations along its 
routes governed the planning of towns 
both residential and industrial. This

produced a particular form of town 
planning which now is becoming obsolete. 

If that surmise is correct, then in time 
the railways will be as dead as the 
legendary dodo. Clearly, then, our 
energies now should bé devoted to creat- 
ing an efficient country plan out of the 
new factor (i.e., a mobile motor trans- 
port) and arriving at some definite con- 
clusions ‘about railways, the stock which 
exists and the finances of the future. 
Recently, I went through a survey of the 
railways in this country, and a curious 
fact is that the railways own a greater 
part of the shares in many motor trans- 
port concerns. 

The problem is a complex one, seri- 
ously affecting town planning; but no 
exhaustive analysis of it has appeared 
so far as I know—no analysis, that is, 
which relates either the engine or the 
ear to a specific form of planning both 
broad and detailed. The question as to 
whether or not the railway stations 
(among the biggest blots of the English 
townscape) should be rebuilt is a serious 
problem. Victoria Station, for instance, 
was rebuilt as recently as 1902-8, and the 
London Brighton and South Coast railway 
borrowed £2,000,000 for their part of the 
work. The old S.E. and C.R. section was 
rebuilt to an entirely different design. 
How much better it would have been to 
have had one design for the whole station. 

A lay paper described the stations of 
London recently as “gigantic green- 
houses, devoted to smoke instead of 
tomatoes,’ and to those who would 
suggest the simple solution of rebuild- 
ing, there is the debatable question of 
the ultimate worth-whileness of such a 
venture. 

“ * * 

If, by the way, any group is formed 
for the purpose of exploring architectural 
possibilities in London, a unique chance 
has occurred with the formation of the 
Motor Cruising Club, which, so far, has 
40 members. With moorings at Park 
Royal they intend to use the Paddington 
arm of the Grand Union Canal from 
Southall to Limehouse—that is, 31 miles 
of waterway unhampered by any lock. 
You could, for instance, sail from 
Northolt to Slough through beautiful 
country and, as affording a cross-section 
of the London and near London scene, 
between the months of April and Septem- 
ber, it sounds superb. 

* * * 

N.B.—An idea for any architect con- 
cerned with the writing of plays for 
amateur production, i.e., the R.I.B.A. 
evenings, A.A. pantomimes and the like 
is to be found in J. M. Barrie’s play 
“The Will,’ which sets out to show 
the growth of a firm of solicitors’ client 
from early marriage until death. Sub- 
stitute the three generations of solicitors 
for their equivalent in the grandfather, 
father and son type of architectural 
practice, and the opportunities for a play 
giving a rapid survey of architectural 


methods and style are obvious.

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ARCHITECTURAL PRACTICE AND SPECIALISATION 
R.IL.B.A. INFORMAL MEETING 


THERE was a “full house” for the 
recent informal discussion on “ The 
Effects of Specialisation in Architectural 
Practice’ at the R.I.B.A., 66, Portland- 
place, W.1. 

Mr. T. P. Bennett, F.R.I.B.A., opened 
the discussion by confessing that his 
special line of practice was one that he 
had wanted to follow since he was four- 
teen, and went on to define the various 
kinds of specialisation and _ suggest 
reasons why specialisation of some sort 
was generally inevitable—personal likings 
or abilities; the pressure of time, which 
did not allow architects to know every- 
thing, and which persuaded them to know 
something well; pressure from clients 
who wanted jobs completed the day be- 
fore yesterday, which premiated the man 
who knew the groundwork of a special 
kind of work; and the element of mere 
chance, which sometimes drove men to 
specialise against their will, to specialise 
in a type of building in which they had 
had one outstanding success. 

Some of the speaker’s most stimulating 
remarks were in praise of the non- 
specialist, who could bring to bear a brain 
unhampered by pre-conceptions. The 
finest solution did not necessarily come 
from the man who knew most. Specialisa- 
tion tended to make everything alike, 
although difference was good. He was 
against the type of specialisation that 
kept one man all his time at one limited 
job, such ag designing door-knobs. 

Mr. E. A. A. Rowsz, A.R.I.B.A., Head 
of the School of Planning and Research, 
criticised Mr. Bennett’s “‘ intense concen- 
tration, which leaves out the things which 
muddle,” but are no less important than 
the details, and asked, ‘‘ What is the 
architect’s job?”’ The architect was 
concerned with needs in the widest sense: 
He had to discover what not merely the 
clients’ needs were but the communities’ 
needs; he had to correct the faults of 
environment. That was architecture. 
They shirked burdens by limiting their 
responsibilities. The R.I.B.A. had looked 
at architecture in too narrow a way—to 
produce good buildings was not every- 
thing. A new architectural mind capable 
of seeing over a wide range was needed, a 
comprehensive mind, capable of col- 
laborating with similar minds in other 
fields to produce a “ collective brain.” 

»1R. CaDBURY-BRowNn, A.R.I.B.A., said 
that architects, by the very fact that they 
were architects and not politicians, were 
essentially specialists; nevertheless, 
specialisation could be a deadening thing. 
In the specialist’s office architecture was 
in danger of being submerged by organ- 
isation, jobs were adapted fo the 
organisation, whereas the intelligent non- 
Specialist was always trying to adapt 
himself to his problem, to get closer to his 
clients. Also, specialists were apt to be 
blinded by experience. 

Mr. Basis Warp, A.R.I.B.A., in his 
turn, asked what specialisation meant. 
An architect, he said, designed buildings 
of one kind and was a “ specialist,” but 
that was not specialisation, it was merely 
making the best of a bad job, the bad job 
being the place of the architect in the 
world and the state of the world itself. 
Architects spent their time expressing 
their own immortal souls. The speaker 
quoted Maynard Keynes and R. H. 
Tawney to show how nasty the world was 
and to point various morals concerning 
the degeneracy of architects and society. 


Specialisation had come to far too easy 
terms with the business and industrial 
world. There had been little specialisa- 
tion in great periods, and there was little 
now in countries, such as Sweden, where 
architecture was healthy. 

Mr. G. Maenay suggested that we were 
necessarily so much on top of ourselves 
that it was difficult to understand our 
own problems; by examples from the 
teaching profession he sought to show 
that specialisation was bad; nevertheless, 
some specialisation was inevitable, but 
there had to be co-operation between the 
units inside the profession and the pro- 
fession and the world outside. 

Mr. E. Maxwett Fry, B.Arch., 
A.R.I.B.A., explained why he did not 
like specialisation, and suggested, as 
others had suggested, that specialisation 
was a symptom merely of an all-round 
rotten state of things. 

The discussion was finally summed-up 
by Mr. BENNETT.

L. S. Slaughter, A.R.1.B.A. 

As recorded in our last issue, the death 
of Mr. Leslie Scott Slaughter, A.R.I.B.A., 
of ‘“‘ Waveney,” Hill-road, Brentwood, 
Essex, occurred on Monday, March 13.

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CIVIC PLANNING 


V.—ROAD DESIGN. 

By JAMES BURFORD, F.R.I.B.A., A.M.T.P.I. 

Roaps are made, as I have already 
pointed out in a previous article,* to 
meet particular purposes. But it would 
be a mistake to assume that these par- 
ticular purposes may be met in only one 
way. Within the limits which utilitarian 
requirements dictate, there is wide range 
for inventiveness and variation. There 
are, in fact, more ways of killing a cat 
than hanging it. In this country the 
purely technical aspects of road-making 
have received the most careful attention. 
I am not sure that the same thing can be 
said about the form or manner in which 
these technicalities are clothed. There 
seems to be little evidence that this side 
of the business has been given the thought 
and care that it deserves. Or if it has it 
lacked the cheerful imagination which 
would have brought it to a full fruition. 
f am not denying that practicabilities are 
prime essentials; I am saying they are not 
alone the full answer to the problem. To 
do a thing may be good, to do it well is 
better. That seems to be where we have

missed our opportunities. We have failed 
to achieve the full result which the pos- 
sibilities have offered us. 


The Elements of Road Design. 

Road designing, from the point of view 
from which I am looking at it, only begins 
where sheer technicality ends. I am 
regarding technicalities as the basis of 
road design, not as the end of it. From 
this angle the rule of thumb that so many 
traffic lanes plus two side-walks (and, 
perhaps, two rows of trees) equals one 
road must be abandoned. That is to 
say, it must not be regarded as the uni- 
versal answer. Freed from this paralys- 
ing hesitation to exploit possibilities 
and opportunities, road designing becomes 
a field for imaginative venture. 

The ‘‘ properties,” in the stage sense, 
of road design are limited; variations in 
the arrangement of them, once we escape 
from the stereotyped and the conventional, 
are unlimited. In themselves the 
“elements,” or the component parts, are 
simple. It is in the arrangement and 
combination of them that the designer has 
the chance to show his skill. 

At this point it may be useful briefly to 
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Figs. 1 and 2 show, in diagrammatic form, suggestions for the asymmetrical design of streets 


running (in probability) east and west. 


The more important shops are on the north sides. 


Sidewalks on the north sides are considerably wider than those on the south sides to 

accommodate the larger number of people attending on.the more important shops, and, 

in this respect, space for window-gazing crowds is distinguished from space for pedestrians. 

In Fig. 2 additional space for stopping and ee cars is planned in relation to the principal 
shops. 
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enumerate the principal ‘“‘ properties ” 
that go to make the full-fledged road. 
First, in obvious importance, are the 
traffic lanes. These are usually in 
multiples of 10 ft. Next are the side-walks. 
Traffic lanes are virtually the only parts 
which, in themselves, do not require, and 
offer little scope for, more than a minor 
variation. Their number only is in ques- 
tion. Side-walks, on the other hand, are 
subject to no law or rule beyond a suit- 
ability to local circumstances. Verges, 
borders, and division strips, in an almost 
unlimited choice of widths and forms, 
extend the possibility of diversity in 
road design. They may be made _ in 
many different ways, and of many differ- 
ent materials. They may vary from the 
modest edging a few feet wide, in grass or 
paving, to the full-blown garden of a 
grand processional way, such as we may 
sometimes see in those quick-growing 
cities of Central or South American States. 
Important in that it provides the third 
dimension is the tree-planting, which, 
wisely used, gives definition to a road. 

In this respect I may, perhaps, be per- 
mitted a momentary digression to empha- 
sise that civic design is very much a three- 
dimensional affair. Design in two dimen- 
sions only, on an extended scale, under 
the conditions imposed by a town or city, 
cannot be appreciated or assimilated. The 
eye requires some vertical testimony of 
the horizontal disposition. [I do not say 
that that is the only purpose served by 
tree-planting in the design of roads, but 
it serves that purpose, amongst others, 
and in that respect we should not under- 
estimate its value. 

These then, few as they are in number, 
are the principal elements of road design. 
From time to time, and under special 
circumstances, other and minor factors 
will be included. We may perhaps divide 
fast traffic from slow traffic, as I have 
said. We may have reserved tracks for 
cyclists or for horse-riding. Variations 
may be introduced, as I hawe previously 
indicated, by special provisions for stand- 
ing traffic or parked cars. But in the 
main, taking the question by and large, 
the four principal ‘‘ properties’ or ele- 
ments which I have set out above are the 
factors with which the planner has to 
deal in the business of designing roads. 

The gamut of elements is limited, but 
we can play on it an infinite variety of 
tunes. Looking about us we may be in- 
clined to say that the potentialities have 
seldom been explored. There is, indeed, 
little evidence that they have been 
appreciated. 

Our roads in general, a few ancient 
streets apart, lack an individuality of 
character. They are seldom removed from 
the common ruck. They fail to stamp our 
memories with what I may call a personal 
impression, when a little originality and 
some imagination given to their design 
would have endowed them with a distinct 
existence and identity. 


Symmetry and Asymmetry. 

There are in general two ways in which 
we can go about the business of designing 
roads. I am assuming here that the 
purely practical requirements have been 
understood and met. Our concern at the 
moment is with the treatment of them—- 
that is, with the form in which we finally 
present them. We may then proceed 
along one or other of two lines. We may, 
on the one hand, regard the road as 
symmetrical about its central axis, or, on 
the other hand, we may find advantages 
in a treatment asymmetrical, a design 
that is, not merely unsymmetric’', but 
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based on principles apart from symmetry. 
The second of these two propositions is, 
perhaps, unusual. That is not to say it is 
unreasonable. We are all familiar with 
the sayings ‘‘the right side .. .” or “‘ the 
wrong side of the street.’”” Those who have 
businesses in streets, particularly in those 
running east and west, have no doubt of 
the truth in those expressions. 


Virtues of Asymmetry. 

It is a matter, then, very largely 
(though other considerations may be pre- 
sent) of orientation. Nor, in this country 
with our sun at so low an angle for many 
months of the year, is this subject of 
surprise. One side of a street may have 
a different value, and, if I may so put it. 
a different feeling, from the other. Where, 
then, conditions at the start are unequal, 
is it not reasonable, and, to use an expres- 
sion popular to-day, entirely logical, that 
the treatment of those conditions and the 
forms of the arrangements made to meet 
them should be in terms of the asym- 
metrical? To take a simple illustration. If 
the north side of a street—that is, the side 
which receives the sunlight, or what sun- 
light there may be to receive—is the 
popular, and in fact only successful side 
for certain shops of a type, we will say, 
by which this street is largely occupied, 
then will it not be fair and reasonable 
that we should provide, on this north side, 
wide side-walks for the window-gazing 
crowds, more trees where trees are more 
needed, whilst the other, or “ shady,” 
side may be treated in a way better 
adapted to its more limited requirements ? 
That is a simple, and even obvious, 
illustration of what I have in mind. But 
I would point out two considerations in its 
favour. In the first place, it holds the 
advantage in practicability and conveni- 
ence over the symmetrically designed 
street. In the second place, the street 
will gain in character and interest. 

In general, streets amenable to asym- 
metrical treatment are those in which 
one side meets a different purpose from 
the other. Instances of such conditions 
are not unusual. Use or function, depen- 
dent perhaps on orientation, perhaps on 
other causes, will decide the point. 
Dramatic cases, such as Princes-street, 
in Edinburgh, or Carlton House-terrace, 
and the Mall, in London, dictate their own 
terms. They provide examples, in extenso 
and in excelsis, for less obvious occasions. 
Symmetry is the appropriate treatment for 
a street with its two sides of virtually 
equal value, or for a street in which the 
directional sense, on its long axis, is 
clearly emphasised. 

Symmetrical and asymmetrical streets 
may be equally the scene of imaginative 
planning. In each the design of side- 
walks, verges, division strips, islands, 
may be given equal thought and similar 
attraction. In each tree-planting may be 
used reciprocally to other elements of 
street design. And there are more ways of 
using trees than stringing them in a single 
row. We may have two rows, or three. 
They may be used in groups or masses, Or 
thinly, to reveal a.building, or, again, 
thickly in the name of charity. 

I have, I think, said enough to indicate 
the wide variations, and to point the 
opportunities for sensible innovations, 
that may be achieved from an imaginative 
use of the comparatively simple elements 
of road design. The aim before us will in 
essence always be the same—to bring to 
the design of roads, within the limits im- 
posed by suitability, a differentiation and 
vitality which will give them an indi- 
vidual existence.

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Figs. 3 and 4 suggest diagrammatically two arrangements for streets designed on symmetrical 


lines. 


It is assumed that both sides of the streets are of virtually equal importance or that 


the directional sense on the long axis is strongly emphasised. In Fig. 3 the central division 
strip is sufficiently wide to permit change of traffic from one direction to the other without 
first turning outwards against oncoming or parallel traffic. 

Fig. 4 shows a disposition suitable, on special occasions, by reason of the central traffic lane, 
for a processional way. On general occasions traffic would use a side and the central 
avenue in one direction and a side avenue in the other direction. The sense (or girection) 
in which the central avenue is used depends on the direction of the predominating volume of 


traffic at different periods of the day. A suitable stagnant peri 


is necessarily imposed 


on the central avenue at the time of change over. Alternatively, the central avenue could 
be used, as circumstance might indicate, as space for standing cars.

Builders and Conditions of Tendering. 
To tHE Epiror or The Builder. 


Str,—After nearly fifty years’ work of 
all sorts and conditions in the building 
trade, and carrying out many jobs under 
the older architects, I should like to get 
the views of some of your readers as to 
whether builders of the present day are 
being reasonably treated by architects, 
quantity surveyors and clients. 


Are architects and surveyors getting 
more unreasonable.in what they are ask- 
ing builders to do? Our experience has 
been that we have had job after job fired 
at us with a set of plans and a specifica- 
tion, many with no quantities, and the 
architects expect a tender to be got out in 
a week or less, and will not allow a reason- 
able time for getting out the estimate. 

Then, again, notwithstanding that an 
agreed form of contract was drawn up by 
both builders and architects, in many 
cases the present-day architects are re- 
fusing to adopt this contract, and want a 
special one of their own. Government, 
municipal and county architects and en- 
gineers appear to be the worst offenders 
in this respect. 

Other offenders in the treatment of the 
building trade are some of the huge com- 
bines, into whose hands much of the 
power and financial resources of the 
country is now centralised. I have lately 
had an experience of this, in which an 
architect invited tenders, without quanti- 
ties, for a small job of under £500, from 
builders in Yeovil, Wells, Trowbridge, 
Chippenham, Calne and Devizes. We re- 
ceived the invitation to tender for this on 
February 17, and the tenders were asked 
for by February 22. 

Another growing practice of some of 
these combines is to say that materials 
like paints should be bought from their 
property department at exorbitant prices, 


compared with what the best materials 
can be bought for in the open market.

Tower Hamlets Mission. 


To tHe Epiror or The Builder. 

Sir,—Our clients, the Managing Com- 
mittee of the F. N. Charrington Tower 
Hamlets Mission, carried on at the Great 
Assembly Hall in the Mile End-road, 
have called our attention to the statement 
in your issue of the 10th inst., that this 
Mission is to be converted into a syna- 
gogue. 

This statement is absolutely incorrect; 
there has been no conversion of the 
Mission nor is any such conversion con- 
templated. The Mission, founded by the 
late Mr. F. N. Charrington, and which 
has recently been reconstituted under a 
scheme of the Charity Commission, is 
still carried on at the Great Assembly 
Hall, and its work includes the feeding of 
over 700 poor persons every week, and the 
clothing and welfare of these and many 
others. 

All that has happened recently is that 
an outlying part of the Mission’s property 
hitherto used for children’s services, and 
known as the ‘Children’s Hail,” has 
been sold and will, we understand, be 
used by the purchasers as a synagogue, 
but this will have no effect on the Tower 
Hamlets Mission or the continuance of 
its work at the Great Assembly Hall. 

We shall be glad if you will kindly give 
this letter the fullest’ publicity, as the 
statement in your periodical may lead to 
considerable misunderstanding .amongst 
those upon whom the Mission relies for 
support, and very seriously affect the sub- 
scriptions to the Mission work.

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A GREATER DUBLIN 


BY AN IRISH CORRESPONDENT. 


In 1935 the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health (in Ireland) set 
up a Tribunal of three to make recom- 
mendations as to ‘‘ whether any and, if 
any, what alterations are necessary or 
desirable in the boundaries of the City 
and the County (of Dublin) respectively, 
and in the several administrative areas 
within the County.” The terms of ref- 
erence also included “consideration of 
arrangements for the establishment of 
joint local government or public health 
services for the area. The first sitting 
of the Tribunal was held on September 
7, 1935, and the collection of evidence 
occupied some five months. The Report 
thus deals with the state of affairs of 
two years ago. 

The findings of the Tribunal appear to 
have been extraordinarily well guarded, 
and nobody seems to have had the 
slightest idea of the revolutionary 
changes which the Report suggests. That 
they are revolutionary is obvious if we 
consider that it is proposed to extend 
the area of the Metropolitan Borough of 
Dublin from its present cramped 18,776 
acres to cover the whole county of 227,954 
acres. Thus its size will be multiplied 
by twelve. Possibly the most striking 
among the proposals is that the Metro- 
politan authority would swallow the pre- 
sent Borough of Dun Laoghaire (better 
known as Kingstown), which has an area 
of 4,179 acres and a population of’ just 
on 40,000. Dun Laoghaire evidently put 
up a game fight for an extension of its 
own jurisdiction, because the Report 
states, “‘in view of the time and trouble 
devoted to the case for an extension of 
the Borough we deem it desirable to in- 
dicate here, as a matter of record, the 
limits of extension that we could have 
recommended had we not been convinced 
that nothing less than fusion with the 
larger unit will meet the needs of South 
Dublin.” 

Apart from Dun Laoghaire there are 
no centres of population worthy of men- 
tion in the areas proposed to be added. 
Indeed, the total increase of population 
is only from 467,691 to 586,488, and the 
valuation increase is represented by 
£611,977, jumping from £2,088,176 to 
£2,700,173. 

The proposals have been well received 
in the Irish Press and they ,certainly do 

.not suffer from that niggardly attitude 
of mind so often deplored with us where- 
_by a town is seldom given enough space 
to enable it to develop and plan itself 
properly. The Metropolitan Borough is 
to be divided into an urban portion and 
North and South rural portions. The 
urban and North rural each cover about 
two-fifths of the county, the remaining 
one-fifth falling in the South rural area, 
and containing the foothills to the Dub- 
lin-Wicklow mountain system. Control 
would be in the hands of a Metropolitan 
Corporation and Council, under the 
management of a powerful Metropolitan 
manager. He would be assisted by a 
deputy, and key positions, held by ex 
officio assistant-managers, would be: 
The Medical Officer of Health, the Plan- 
ning Director, the Engineer, and the Con- 
troller of Housing and Slum Clearance. 

It is gratifying to find a Metropolitan 
Planning Director envisaged in a senior 
key vosition. The Tribunal seem to have 
kept planning very much in their minds,

although one can find no reference to 
evidence given by expert town planners 
excepting that given by Mr. Manning 
Robertson as Town Planning Adviser to 
the Borough of Dun Laoghaire. His 
evidence dealt mainly with open space 
requirements, and the Tribunal, in more 
than one reference, appear to be fully 
alive to this essential provision. They 
look to the formation of a Green Belt 
and a mountain reserve. A great part of 
the case for complete fusion of so large 
and diversified an area is built upon 
Town and Regional Planning considera- 
tions. ‘‘ The key senvice, the planning 
of the whole Metropolitan area .. . cries 
out for a Metropolitan policy, conceived 
and put into practice by a single direct- 
ing body . . . the Capital needs a free 
hand to design its expansion and future 
developments, unhampered by artificial 
restrictions Town and Regional 
Planning must therefore be made a com- 
mon service. The planning of the Metro- 
politan area is of urgent and, from the 
civic standpoint, of transcendent import- 
ance. Both City and County have 
been backward in using the opportunities 
presented to them and both need the 
reinvigoration of a new and better start 
under highly expert guidance.” 


This argument would hardly of itself 
indicate complete fusion, especially since 
the past year has seen: a great stride in 
Dublin planning. In the first place Mr. 
P. J. Hernon, a man of drive and charac- 
ter, has been promoted from the Borough 
Managership of Dun Laoghaire to be 
City Manager of Dublin. - Secondly, 
Messrs. Abercrombie and Kelly, who won 
the prize for the best Town Plan of 
Dublin in 1914, are now, in collaboration 
with Mr. Manning Robertson, busy pre- 
paring a plan for town and county. The 
Irish Town and Regional Planning Act, 
1934, envisages not one, but as much as 
the four home counties, Dublin, Meath, 
Kildare, and Wicklow, as the Dublin 
Region, and gives the Corporation power 
to plan the whole or any portion of this 
vast area. A Regional Scheme might 
meet the criticism in the Report that 
** Artificial borders have tended to be- 
come real barriers, obscuring the fact 
that Dublin, like other cities, needs its 
countryside no less than the country 
needs the town .. . the new Metropolitan 
Government should be inaugurated under 
the best possible auspices to mark a new 
departure in regional administration.” 
On the other hand, the case for fusion 
is admirably condensed thus: ‘“ There 
ought to be an immediate consideration 
of the reservations, open spaces, tourist 
roads, etc., that should be prowided in 
the county to secure the amenities that 
belong to the city population, but there 
has been no suggestion from the City 
that Corporation funds would be applied 
in relief of County rates for the provision 
of such amenities.” It is the view of 
the Tribunal that it is not possible to 
put each district to its best use unless 
what we may call social, health, and 
luxury requirements can be dealt with 
centrally. The small health resort can- 
not afford to build and equip itself 
adequately if it has to rely upon its own 
finances. Some method of regional 
finance (for which provision is included 
in the Planning Act) would have to be 
put into effect if Regional Planning is 
to be possible without the complete fusion 
proposed in the Report. Another very 
obvious essential is the provision of ade- 
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quate cheap and long-term loans, these 
being especially justifiable to meet per- 


manent and non-deteriorating public 
possessions such as parks and open 
spaces. 


The Report has to be laid before both 
houses of Parliament, and will, of course, 
require Parliamentary sanction before the 
proposals can be adopted. Whatever may 
be the outcome, the members of the 
Tribunal are to be congratulated upon a 
Report full of interest, embracing a re- 
freshing and unusual breadth of vision, 
but at the same time admirably con- 
densed and closely reasoned out. 


WEST YORKSHIRE SOCIETY 
OF ARCHITECTS 


ANNUAL DINNER. 


A plea that the municipalities of the West 
Riding of Yorkshire should recognise the need 
for seeing that the building industry was 
actively engaged, at almost any cost, if only 
because it was one of the largest employers 
of labour, was made recently by Mr. J. S. 
Allen, B.Arch., A.R.I.B.A., M.T.P.I., Vice- 
President of the West Yorkshire Society of 
Architects, when he presided at the annual 
dinner of the Society at the Queen’s Hotel, 
Leeds. Mr. Allen went on to say that if 
the activities of the building industry were 
curtailed it was hkely to have repercussions 
on employment in the country greater than 
any other industry. 

The replanning of built-up areas needed 
particular attention. Should a long period 
of peace take us unawares we should noi 
know where to place our magnificent town 
halls and libraries if we had no plan to work 
on. He urged municipalities in the West 
Riding to engage on a civic survey and put 
forward a plan for the reduction of all exist- 
ing built-up areas after the fashion of Sheffield 
and other Yorkshire cities. 

The toast of ‘‘ The R.I.B.A.’’ was proposed 
by Sir Bernard Lomas-Walker, who said 
that the employment of outside architects was 
no reflection upon the professional men em- 
ployed permanently on the Council. It was 
a most absurd thing that local authorities 
should imagine that they could employ a man, 
sometimes for a somewhat meagre remuuera- 
tion, and expect him to be an expert in 
everything. This was a day when all went 
to experts. 

Responding, Mr. H. S. Goodhart-Rendel, 
P.R.1.B.A., said the Institute was a society 
so large and so democratic that no one mem- 
ber could fancy himself to cut a very big 
figure in its constitution or history. The 
memory of his service would be merged in 
that of the service given by others. Two 
similar fields were cultivated by one 
undivided Institute—the professional and the 
learned. That they should continue to be so 
cultivated, the present tradition should be 
jealously guarded. The present relation of 
the Institute with the Allied Societies was a 
striking example of unselfish co-operation 
making for the good of all. 

The speaker went on to say that in our 
present reaction from Victorian cocksureness 
we were apt to think that all the best 
British architecture must be either in the 
past or in the future, and that our present 
achievements had little chance of being looked 
upon with satisfaction. 

“‘I think that in this we are too modest. 
The great mass of building in any period has 
never been thought very much of by people 
at the time, and it is only in what we think 
of our most serious and important works that 
we can hope to anticipate the judgment of 
posterity.”” 

Mr. Norval R. Paxton, joint secretary of 
the West Riding Society of Architects, pro- 
posed the toast of ‘‘The Guests.”’ 

Major J. Milner, M.P., responding, said 
that no profession rendered more service to 
the community than did the architectural 
profession to-day. It had been of great assist- 
ance to local authorities in A.R.P.

THE new building for the Institut 
Francais du Royaume Uni was 
officially opened by Monsieur Albert 
Lebrun, President of the French 
Republic, and H.R.H. Princess 
Royal, on Tuesday last. 

It has been erected in two sec- 
tions under the direction of Mr. 
A. J. Thomas, F.R.1.B.A., who was 
responsible for the main planning 
of the whole scheme and the design 
for the first (educational) section, 
the second (or ceremonial section) 
being designed by M. Patrice 
Bonnet, Architect in Chief to the 
French Government. 

Tue EpucationaL Section. — This 
is used for~- educational purposes 
and has been occupied for more 
than two years, and consists of four- 
and part five-storey blocks built 
round an internal courtyard, with 
the main entrance facing south in 
Queensberry-way. This is a covered 
entrance of Portland stone, and has 
large wrot-iron gates. Separate en- 
trances are provided for students, 
infants, and parents and staff. 

The educational section of the 


building includes classrooms, 
lecture-rooms, laboratories, gym- 
nasium, art studio, commercial 


students’ classrooms, and students’ 


club-room, kitchen and dining-room, 
with residential quarters for 
teachers and domestic staff, etc. 
The gymnasium is over the cloak- 
rooms on the first floor, and occu- 
pies the height of two storeys, with 
an open arcade on the courtyard 
side allowing extra light to reach 
the gymnasium from windows, and 
providing a balcony from which 
spectators may watch. The interior 
is complete and suitably fitted up 
and furnished, and the finishings 
throughout are simple and good, 
having been chosen with a view to 
reducing maintenance cost. All 
classroom and upper. corridor 
floors are covered with thick lino- 
leum on a cork underlay, the prin- 
cipal rooms with oak wood blocks, 
and the ground-floor corridors and 
cloakrooms with tiles. The walls 
and floors of kitchens, dining-room 
and lavatories are covered with tiles 
of French manufacture. 

The external elevations are of 
typical English character, and at 
the S.W. corner give a pleasant and 
restful background for the French 
design of Section No. 2. The walls 
are faced with 2-in. silver-grey 
bricks, with red quoins and arches, 
together with Portland stone plinth,

string courses and doorways. The 
general construction is of reinforced 
concrete, for which French cement 
and steel bars were used, tested to 
the British Standard. Incorporated 
in this section are Nos. 13 and 15, 
Queensberry - place, which have 


been remodelled internally as 
quarters for resident students. 
THE Reception  Secrion.—The 


second section, just completed, was 
designed by M. Bonnet, who was 
invited to add a reception suite of 
French character. This consists of 
an entrance hall and offices on the 
ground floor, cloakroom accommo- 
dation in the basement, and on the 
first floor a large reception-room, 
library and conference hall to seat 
400 persons. This portion is at the 
angle of Queensberry-place with 
Queensberry-way, and followed the 
general line and floor heights estab- 
lished by Mr. Thomas. French 
materials were employed with the 
aim of creating a building suited 
to the atmosphere and conditions of 
London which would conform with 
the surrounding architecture, two 
rather delicate problems for a 
** foreign ” edifice. M. Bonnet dealt 
with the first of these problems by 
(Continued on page 570.) 
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paying special attention to fenestra- 
tion and with the second by the 
use of bricks harmonised with 
coloured ceramic tiles. 

A French character was given 
by the manner of treating the 
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various materials, and the _ re- 
inforced concrete frame introduced 
the modern note and even deter- 
mined the shape of the building and 
the placing and manner of openings. 
This frame was symmetrically en-

Annual Dinner. 


The annual dinner of the York and East 
Yorkshire Architectural Society was held 
recently at the Royal Station Hotel, York. 
Me, ©. “-W. Needham, F.R.I.B.&., 
M.T.P.I., President, was in the chair. 
‘Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Royal 
Institute of British Architects,’’ the Presi- 
dent said they looked forward to the day 
when it would be no more lawful for any- 
one but a qualified architect to put in plans 
to a local authority than it was for anyone 
but a lawyer to prepare a conveyance. 

It was good to know that the Ministry of 
Health was at last recommending that 
trained architects should be employed for 
local authorities’ housing. If all who 


financed building developments had insisted 
on architects being in control of the work, 
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the suburbs and countryside would have had 
a vastly different aspect to what they had 
to-day. 

Mr. H. S. Goodhart-Rendel, P.R.I.B.A., 
responding, referred to York’s architectural 
problems, and expressed the hope that they 
might ask confidently of the future that in 
the greater York the jewel of the Minster 
might always shine in its own perfect setting, 
the setting the old city within the walls. 

Proposing ‘‘ The City and County of 
York,’’ Mr. C. Leckenby, F.R.1.B.A., Vice- 
President of the Society, congratulated the 
Corporation on the improvement that had 
taken place in the city in recent years. 

Responding, the Lord Mayor (Alderman 
W. Cooper) criticised bad workmanship in 
present-day housing, but said he did not 
blame the architects. Character seemed to 
have disappeared. 

The toast of ‘‘ The Guests’’ was proposed 
by Mr. C. H. E. Bridgen, F.R.I.B.A., Vice- 
President, and in replying, Mr. J. E. Acfield, 
President of the Town Planning Institute, 
referred to ‘“‘shacks’’ which had spoiled 
towns on the East Coast. 


LONDON TIMBER 
BY-LAWS—II 


By ALFRED H. BARNES, F.R.1I.B.A., and 
C. ROLAND WOODS, M.B.E., LL.B. 
GENERAL PLAN OF THE BY-LAWS. 

THE general plan of the Timber By-laws 

resembles Part IV (Walls and Piers) of 
the Building By-laws inasmuch as the 
requirements dealing with construction 
are grouped together in three sections, 
the first containing general requirements, 
and the following two sections setting 
forth two alternative codes, either of 
which may be adopted without regard to 
the other. There is nothing in the by- 
laws, however; to forbid the use of both 
sections for the same construction—in 
fact, it may be found necessary in certain 
cases so to do; for instance, the sizes of 
bridging joists may be determined under 
the rules in Section 3, while the trimming 
joists are necessarily governed by the 
requirements of Section 2. 

One of the disadyantages of a separate 

set of by-laws for the use of timber is 


that, in order to make it complete, several: 


requirements which are already contained 
in the general Building By-laws have had 
to be repeated in the Timber By-laws. 
This fact is manifested in Section 4 of 
the Timber By-laws, the whole of which 
(as will be seen later) is a verbatim repe- 
tition of some of the legal requirements 
contained in Part IX of the Building 
By-laws. 

Definitions. 

By-law 1 defines certain of the terms 
subsequently employed. The first two— 
** Dead loading ”’ and ‘‘ Superimposed load- 
ing ’’—are identical with the definitions 
of these terms in the Building By-laws. 

** Breadth ’”’ and “‘ depth” are confined 
in their application to binders, joists, 
purlins and rafters, the former being de- 
termined as “ at right-angles to the direc- 
tion of the loading,’ and the depth being 
the transverse dimension at right-angles 
to the breadth. 

‘Length ” and “thickness” are of 
general applicability. It is important to 
note that length is measured in the clear 
between supports. In the case of a post 
this would, of course, be the clear dimen- 
sion between lateral supports. Thickness 
is defined as the lesser transverse dimen- 
sion. ‘“‘ Slenderness ratio” is defined as 
the ratio of the length to the thickness of 
a post or strut. 

While these definitions are sufficient for 
the purposes of a simple post or strut 
laterally supported in all directions at 
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the same point, in practice, cases may 
be met with which will indicate the de- 
sirability of some amplification of the 
three definitions of ‘‘ length,” ‘‘ thick- 
ness ” and “ slenderness ratio.”” To take 
a common example, let us consider the 
vertical members of a load-bearing stud 
partition supported laterally in all direc- 
tions by the head and the cill. Assuming 
the clear height between the head and 
the cill to be 10 ft. (120 in.) and the studs 
to be 4 in. by 3 in., then the slenderness 
ratio of the studs would be

verse dimension. 

But supposing the studding were stif- 
fened by nogging pieces half-way between 
the cill and the head (assuming that the 
studs are fixed in the normal way with 
the greater horizontal dimension running 
back to front), this would constitute a 
support to the studs in the direction of 
their “‘ thickness ”’ but not in the direc- 
tion of their ‘‘ thickness ’’ but not in the 
direction of the greater lateral dimension. 
Would this be regarded as a support 
within the meaning of the by-laws? If 
so, the length between supports of the 
studs would be reduced to 5 ft. (neglect- 
ing the thickness of the nogging) and the

slenderness ratio would be — = 20. If

the nogging were not held to constitute a 

support, then the slenderness ratio would 

remain 40. 

Of course, for the purposes of calcula- 
tion under ordinary circumstances, the 
slenderness ratio would be taken as 
neither, but would be the ratio of the full 
length to the greater transverse dimen-

Here is a case where the by-laws of the 
L.C.C. require. that the slenderness. ratio 
should be taken as either 20 or 40 (the 
district surveyor would probably say 40), 
while the laws of practical mechanics say 
30. By-law 58 of the Building By-laws, in 
dealing with the slenderness ratios of 
piers, although perhaps more involved 
than the definition of the Timber By-laws, 
makes it clear that there is a slenderness 
ratio in respect of both transverse dimen- 
sions having regard to the direction as 
well as the distance between lateral sup- 
ports. Had the Timber By-laws been 
included in the Building By-laws the 
definition contained in By-law 59 of the 
latter might have been so drawn as to 
have applied equally to timber and have 
been included in the general definitions 
of By-law 1 of those by-laws. As it is, in 
the reproduction of the definition in the 
Timber By-laws, general applicability 
appears to have been sacrificed to brevity. 

_* Flat roof” and “ Pitched roof” are 
defined, the differentiation (as in the 
Building By-laws) being made at a slope 
of 20 degrees. It would have afforded an 
economy of words had these two expres- 
sions been defined and adopted in the 
Building By-laws and so have saved the 
repetition of the phrases “ roofs inclined 
at an angle to the horizontal of not more 
than 20 degrees,” and “ roofs inclined at 
an angle to the horizontal of more than 
20 degrees.” 

The definitions of “ Joist,’ ‘‘ Binder” 
and “ Rafter’ have evidently the object, 
besides that of clarity, of so limiting the 
application of the terms as to obviate 
limiting qualifications in the text of the 
subsequent by-laws, thus making for 
brevity.

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THE CONTRACTOR’S 
OBLIGATIONS AND 
LIABILITIES—XXI V

REPRESENTATIONS AS TO THE NATURE 
OF THE WORK. 

A FREQUENT cause of dispute in connection 
with building and engineering contracts 
arises out of alleged representations made 
in connection with both the site itself and 
the works to be erected upon it. It is well, 
at this point, to repeat that the architect 
or engineer under the contract is the agent 
of the employer, and therefore representa- 
tions made by either of these in the course 
of the contract will bind the employer. 

It must, however, be made clear that a 
definite distinction must be drawn between 
an innocent representation (in which one may 
include an honest statement of opinion) and 
one which is a deliberate misstatement of 
fact, made fraudulently and with intent to 
deceive, or which has been made recklessly 
and carelessly without any honest attempt to 
examine the facts of the case. 

The importance of the distinction between 
these kinds of representation is illustrated by 
a House of Lords case of interest to the 
contractor. In Pearson & Son, Ltd., and 
Dublin Corporation (1907), A.C. 351, a 
sewage works contract, the plans, drawings 
and specifications were prepared by engineers 
employed by the defendant corporation. In 
the plans, representations were made as to 
the existence of a certain wall. The contract 
stipulated that the contractor should satisfy 
himself as to the dimensions, levels and 
nature of all existing works and other things 
connected with the contract works, and, 
further, that the corporation did not hold 
itself responsible for the accuracy of the 
information as to the sections or foundations 
of existing walls and works, and that no 
charge for extra work would be allowed in 
consequence of incorrect information or inac- 
curacies in the drawings or specifications. 
During the course of the contract works the 
existence of a certain wall resulted in the 
plaintiffs (the appellants) being compelled to 
execute more costly works than weak other- 
wise have been required. They finished the 
contract works, but brought an action for 
deceit against the corporation, claiming 
damages for false representation as to the 
position, dimensions and foundations of the 
wall, resulting in the additional expense. In 
the various judgments it was made clear that 
the stipulation that the plaintiff was to verify 
representations made against honest mistakes 
afforded no protection against statements 
made fraudulently, with intent to deceive, 
and with a knowledge of their falsity, nor 
against statements made with a reckless in- 
ne as to whether they were true or 
false. 

In Derry v. Peek (1889), 14 A.C. 337, 
again, it was held that in an action for 
deceit (either by principals or agents), the 
plaintiff mast prove fraud, and that fraud is 
proved where it is shown that a false repre- 
sentation has been made knowingly, or with- 
out belief in its truth, or recklessly, without 
caring whether it is true or false. Further- 
more, a false statement, made through care- 
‘essness and without reasonable grounds for 
nelieving it to be true, may be evidence of 
fraud, but does not necessarily amount to 
fraud; such a statement, if made in the 
honest belief that it is true, is not fraudulent, 
and does not render the person making it 
liable to an action for deceit. 

The matter has been laboured because of 
the results that flow from these decisions, 
for, if a representation is innocently made, 
but is, in fact, untrue, either by an employer 
or an architect or engineer on his behalf, the 
contractor who. finds himself adversely 
affected by it, and is put to additional ex- 
pense over the contract works, has a right 
to a rescission of his contracts only. On the 
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other hand, where the contractor can show 
that he has been induced to enter into a 
building or engineering contract by fraudu- 
lent misrepresentations, that is, representa- 
tions of the nature that have been explained 
above, then he is entitled both to a rescission 
of the contract and to a claim for damages 
for deceit. 

It might be urged that, generally speaking, 
it is unwise under the last-mentioned circum- 
stance for a contractor to abandon his con- 
tract when he becomes aware that he has 
been induced to enter into the contract 
through misrepresentations, fraudulent or 
otherwise, for in certain circumstances, if he 
completes the contract works, the court may 
hold that he is entitled to be paid on a 
quantum meruit, that is, paid for the work he 
has actually done, and as much as it is worth. 

In this connection, the following cases are 
of particular interest to a contractor. The 
plaintiff contracted with the defendants to 
take down an old bridge and build a new 
one. Plans and specifications prepared by 
the defendants’ engineer were furnished to 
him, and he was required to comply with 
the engineer’s directions. The descriptions 
given were stated to be “believed to be 
correct,’’ but were not guaranteed. Part of 
the plan consisted in the use of caissons, 
which turned out to be valueless, and the 
work done in trying to use them was entirely 
Jost. The bridge had eventually to be built 
in a different manner, so that much time and 
labour were wasted. The contract contained 
provisions as to the payment for extra work, 
and that work had been paid for, but the 
contractor claimed compensation for his loss 
of time and labour occasioned by the failure 
of the caissons. Said Lord Cairns, L.C., 
‘‘Kither the additional and varied work 
which was ... occasioned is the kind of 
additional and varied work contemplated by 
the contract or it is not. If ‘the former,’ 
he must be paid for it.... If it is the 
kind of additional or varied work, so pecu- 
liar, so unexpected, and so different from 
what any person reckoned or calculated upon, 
that it is not within the contract at all, 


then, it appears to me, one of two courses: 


might have been open to him : he might have 
said: ‘I entirely refuse to go on with the 
contract. . . I never intended to construct 
this work upon this new and unexpected foot- 
ing’; or he might have said: ‘I will go 
on with this, but this is not the kind of 
extra work contemplated by the contract, and 
if I do it I must be paid a quantum meruit.’”’ 
The defendant, however, had chosen to claim 
upon a warranty which was held not to exist 
and therefore failed to recover. He should 
have claimed on a quantum meruit. See 
Thorn v. Mayor, etc., of London (1876),

BUILDING; STATISTICS 


DROP IN UNEMPLOYMENT FIGURES. 

A wELCoME drop in unemployment in the 
building industry is to be noted from figures 
given in the current issue of the ‘* Ministry 


of Labour Gazette.”” Employment at Febru- 
ary 13 showed an improvement as compared 
with January 16, when work was adversely 
affected by severe weather. 

At February 13, 211,060 insured persons 
were unemployed (including 12,153 who were 
temporarily stopped), a percentage of 20.1. 
This was 5.8 per cent. better than the month 
before, but 2.8 per cent. worse than the 
corresponding figure a year ago. 

Buitpinc Pians ApPpROVED.—Returns as to 
the estimated cost of buildings for which 
plans were approved during February have 
been received from 140 of the local authorities 
(representing towns with a total population of 
16,465,000 in 1931). These returns show that 
in February, 1939, plans were passed for 
buildings with an estimated cost of £7,974,000, 
compared with £7,446,200 in 1938. For all 
classes of buildings combined, the total for 
February shows an increase of 57.6 per cent. 
as compared with the corresponding total for 
January, and an increase of 7.1 per cent. as 
compared with February, 1938.

Figures for January. 


In our last issue figures were given for 143 
local authorities in respect of plans approved 
during January, 1939. Returns for the latter 
month are now available for all of the 146 
local authorities covered by the Department’s 
inquiries (representing towns with a total 
population of 17,873,000 in 1931). The esti- 
mated cost of the buildings included in the 
returns was £6,104,500, compared with 
£7,231,400 in December, 1938 and £8,761,300 
in January, 1938. Of the total for January, 
1939, dwelling-houses accounted for 
£3,295,000 ; factories and workshops, 
£647,500 ; shops, offices, warehouses and other 
business premises, £698,100 ; churches, schools 
and public buildings, £646,800; other build- 
ings and additions, and alterations to exist- 
ing buildings, £817,100. The number of 
dwelling-houses for which plans were 
approved by the 146 authorities in January 
was 6,592, as compared with 8,560 in Decem- 
ber, 1938, and 11,458 in January, 1938.

ANNUAL LUNCHEON. 

H.R.H. rae Duxe or Kent, K.G., was the 
- guest of honour at the annual luncheon of the 
British Electrical Development Association, 
held on Friday, March 17, at Grosvenor 
House, Park-lane, London. The Rt. Hon. 
Earl of Lytton, K.G., President of the Asso- 
ciation, was in the chair. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Association,” 
His Roya HicHness said in modern life 
electricity was becoming so universal in its 
application that we were only astonished by 
its absence and never surprised at its uses. 
It was remarkable that in this country elec- 
tricity was now in use in over eight million 
homes; that seemed to indicate the great 
advance in the use of electricity in Britain. 
Ten years ago, England, compared with the 
Continent, was undoubtedly backward in the 
rate of her electrification, both in the home 
and industry, but the intervening space of 
time had changed all that. For example, 
current from British generating stations was 
now as cheap as that from Swiss water-power 
stations. ‘ 

New industries based entirely on the 
improved service had been introduced, and in 
the domestic sphere electricity was now 
cheaper in the home than anywhere in the 
world. It was true that in the U.S.A. more 
electrical apparatus was used perhaps than 
here, but that was due, in part, to the great 
shortage of domestic labour on the other side 
of the Atlantic. 

Speaking of the two-part tariff system, His 
Royal Highness went on to say that in this 
country at the present time two-part tariffs 
were available under which only 24 per cent. 
of the eight million homes connected to the 
mains need pay more than a running charge 
of 1d. per unit. 


One of Most Thriving Industries. 

“This Association has played a consider- 
able part in the achievement of these cheap 
rates, and it would appear that the electricity 
supply industry is one of the most thriving 
industries in this country. But even the best 
story will not tell itself, as the electrical 
industry realised 20 years ago when it 
launched this Association. E.D.A.’s main 
purpose was to be the spear-head of propa- 
— for the industry, but it goes a good deal 
urther than that, for it has been the means 
of providing cheaper rates and cheaper ser- 
vices to consumers. The E.D.A. has two 
avenues of approach to this work; it forms, 
of course, a depository for the knowledge and 
experience of all the enterprises constituting 
the soageee and it brings to the attention 
of the public the work and progress of the 
electrical industry.”” His Royal Highness 
mentioned his visit to the Royal Agricultural 
Show at Cardiff, where he was much in- 
terested in the display of a complete electric 
farm, designed to stimulate the use of elec- 
tricity in rural communities, and concluded 
by referring to the part electricity played in 
offices and factories, which must result in 
healthier employees and more efficient work- 
manship. 

In response, Lorp Lyrron mentioned the 
three fields in which the E.D.A. tried to be 
helpful—namely, the provision of electricity to 
industry; the supply of electricity to the 
public apart from industry; and the service 
of the E.D.A. to the electrical industry. 

With regard to the first-mentioned field 
of activity, the speaker said recent events 
had naturally created anxiety as to the con- 
tinuance of this supply in the event of war. 
Some firms were considering whether or not 
they would be more secure if they were 
generating their own electricity instead of 
being dependent upon a public supply. A 
consideration of the alternatives would, how- 
ever, convince most people that a private 
generating plant would involve greater rather 
than less risk of interruption. A breakdown 
in a public supply caused by enemy bombing 
in time of war could in most cases be 
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remedied in a few hours, or, at most, a few 
days. And, in this connectiton, it might be 
mentioned that the Government had recently 
authorised an expenditure by industrial con- 
cerns of £3,000,000 for the provision of 
emergency switchgear, transformers, etc. 
Parliament would be asked to pay half the 
sum, and to authorise the Central Electricity 
Board to borrow the other half. Damage to 
localised machinery, however, caused by a 
direct hit, might mean stoppage for weeks or 
months. It might even be impossible to 
repair such damage at all during a war, as 
neither machinery nor skilled labour would 
be available for a purely private supply. 

A model electric train was presented to 
Prince Edward by Brigadier-General R. F. 
Legge, C.B.E., D.S.0., on behalf of the

CLAIM BY REINFORCED CONCRETE 
SPECIALISTS AGAINST EXHIBITION CO. 


Kine’s Bencu Division. 
Before Mr. Justice Lewis. 


Gray’s Ferro-Concrete Co., Ltd., v. Earl’s 
Court, Ltd. 

This was a claim by Gray’s Ferro-Concrete 
Co., Ltd., of 109, Douglas-street, Glasgow, to 
recover a sum of £5,000 and interest under an 
alleged tripartite agreement, from Earl’s 
Court, Ltd., in the following circumstances. 

The plaintiffs are specialists in reinforced 
concrete and the defendants, who own lands 
and buildings at Earl’s Court, London, 8.W., 
and who were interested in the development 
of them for the purposes of an exhibition, by 
an agreement dated July 16, 1935, employed 
the Hegeman-Harris Co., Ltd., a company in- 
corporated in the U.S.A. (hereafter referred 
to as ‘‘ H. H.’’) to prepare plans and draw- 
ings, and to make contracts for the erection of 
exhibition premises at Earl’s Court, it being, 
as plaintiffs alleged, an express term of the 
employment that before making any such con- 
tracts ‘‘H. H.’’ were: (a) to secure the 
written approval of the defendants; (b) that 
the defendants should pay all sums payable 
under such contracts, and that such payments 
should be made to the contractors by the de- 
fendants through ‘‘ H. H.”’ as agents or trus- 
tees for the defendants; (c) that after the 
work of any contractor was completed, the 
10 per cent. retention should be payable to 
him; (d) that the remuneration of ‘‘ H. H.”’ 
should be a fixed fee of £140,000 (which did 
not include any of the sums payable to the 
contractors); (e) that defendants to be at 
liberty to terminate the employment of 
‘‘ H. H.” on giving three days’ written notice, 
in which event the defendants would become 
liable for all obligations, commitments and 
unliquidated claims that ‘‘ H. H.”’ had under- 
taken in connection with the work. 

In pursuance of that employment ‘‘ H. H.” 
entered into a contract with the plaintiff com- 
pany whereby the latter agreed to do the re- 
inforced work under the direction, and to the 
satisfaction, of ‘‘ H. H.,’’ it being an express 
term of the contract that the plaintiffs were 
to be paid for their work, on certificates issued 
by the defendant’s consulting engineer. The 
plaintiffs completed their work on June 9, 
1937. The total sum alleged by plaintiffs to 
be payable to them under the contract was 
£211,941 for work done, plus £3,225 for certain 
other sums formulated by plaintiffs. Plaintiffs 
had received all these sums except the balance 
of £5,000 they now claimed. 

On October 15, 1937, the defendants termi- 
nated the employment of ‘‘ H. H.’’ by notice, 
and in these circumstances plaintiffs alleged 
that defendants were the principals. of 
‘‘ H. H.” and were directly liable to them for 
the £5,000 which became payable to them on 
December 9, 1937. 

The defendants, by their defence, denied 
that they were at any time the principals of 
‘‘H. H.” or that the agreements plaintiffs re- 
ferred to amounted to a tripartite agreement 
under which defendants agreed to pay £5,000 
or any sum ta the plaintiffs. Defendants also 
denied that the agreements relied on by the 
plaintiffs amounted to an assignment by 
‘“H. H.” to the plaintiffs of the £5,000 or 
any sum. Defendants also pleaded that there

was no privity of contract between themselves 
and the plaintiffs and that in the circumstances 
the plaintiffs had no cause of action against 
them. 

Mr. A. T. Denning, K.C., and Mr. Robert- 
son appeared for the plaintiffs; and Sir 
William Jowitt, K.C.,-and Mr. P. Devlin for 
the defendants. 

At the conclusion of the arguments, his lord- 
ship held that the plaintiffs had not established 
that the Hegeman-Harris Co. were the agents 
of the defendants. He held, therefore, that 
the action failed, and it was accordingly dis- 
missed, with costs. 


APPEAL FROM CORPORATION’S ORDER 
TO DEMOLISH MEWS. 


Court oF APPEAL. 
Before the Master or THE Rotts and Lorps 
Justices MAcKINNon and GopDDARD. 


In re the Housing Acts, 1925-36, 
Camberwell (Wingfield-mews) 
Clearance Order. 

In this case Mr. Alfred Warren Butler, as 
trustee and mortgagee of property the subject 
of a clearance order, appealed from a judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice (now Lord Justice) 
Du Parcq in the King’s Bench Division dis- 
missing his appeal from the order of the 
Minister of Health confirming the order of 
the Camberwell Corporation for the demoli- 
tion of Wingfield-mews, Camberwell. 

The question for decision was whether in a 
slum clearance order Mews can be treated by 
a local authority as dwelling-houses. 

(The proceedings in the King’s Bench Divi- 
so were reported in 7’he Builder of April 22, 

-) 

It appeared that the Mews were originally 
built as stables with rooms above, and the 
question raised was whether it was within the 
powers of the Housing Act, 1936, to treat a 
garage underneath the dwelling as ‘part of 
the house. The local authority had decided 
that the houses, for reasons stated in the Act, 
were unfit for habitation and made a clear- 
ance order extending not merely to that part 
of the premises in which human beings dwelt, 
but to the garages, or stables, beneath. It 
was stated that if the order remained the . 
whole substance of Mr. Butler’s security would 
be destroyed. 

It was stated that the premises were not 
co-terminous; the dwellings had separate 
entrances; were not of similar dimensions to 
the garages, and therefore it was argued that 
the premises were composite buildings and 
that the local authority had treated the pro- 
perty concerned as composed of dwelling- 
houses only. 

On behalf of the local authority it was con- 

tended that the Mews were all one structure, 
and residents, if they wished, could sleep in 
the parts used as garages, and that the Mews 
were ‘‘houses’’ or other buildings which 
came within the purview of sections 1-25 of 
- Housing Act, 1936. 
_ Mr. Justice Du Parcq, in giving judgment 
in the Court below, said ee elieen car 
included in a clearance order either because 
they were unfit for human: habitation or dan- 
gerous to health for specified reasons. It was 
not necessary to decide whether the whole of 
the Mews should be regarded as one building 
or as a number of one-storey buildings. It 
had been stated that the upper floors were 
unfit for human habitation, but the whole of 
the property was, by reason of its arrange- 
ment, dangerous or injurious to health. He 
was of opinion that there was ample evidence 
to support that finding of facts. 

He accordingly declined to quash the order 
appealed from and dismissed the appeal with 
costs, and from this result Mr. Butler now 
appealed. 

Mr. “3 R. acteone sg and Mr. H. A. Hill 
appeared in support of the appeal: and the 
Solicitor-General (Sir eseaes O’Connor, 
K.C.) and Mr. Valentine Holmes for the 
a ge ay nor Minister of Health. 

the conclusion of the arguments their 
lordships affirmed the Sadaniied af Mr. Justice 
Du Parcq, that the premises in question should 
be treated as dwelling-houses, and dismissed 
the appeal with costs.

Srr,—Can you tell me whether the mica 
flap fitting of a fresh-air inlet to a drain 
serves any useful purpose, since nine out of 
ten are either missing or ill-fitting after a 
very short time? The pipe being an inlet 
it seems unlikely that there will be any back 
pressure at low level in a properly ventilated 
system. DRarns.

Painting Asbestos Sheets. 
[Answers To ‘‘C. E. G. S.,’’ Marcu 17.] 
Srr,—Querist does not state whether the 

asbestos sheets on the various roofs are of 
the plain variety, or whether they are corru- 
gated sheets. However, new asbestos cement 
sheets are, as a rule, strongly alkaline, and 
this usually has the effect of saporifying any 
oil paints applied to them. As the asbestos 
sheets on the roofs have been allowed to 
‘‘ weather ”’ for twelve months, it is probable 
that the free lime originally present in the 
sheets has by now become converted to a 
harmless carbonate; but to be on the-safe 
side (after removing any previous coatings, 
etc.), apply one or two coats of a special primer 
for use on asbestos cement sheets. This 
modern priming material is supplied in white 
only, but can be tinted as desired. It is made 
in heavy paste form to be thinned to brushing 
consistency with turpentine or turpentine 
substitutes. When the priming coats are dry, 
painting the asbestos sheets may be proceeded 
with in the ordinary way. Alternatively, 
apply a 50 per cent. solution (in water) of 
zinc sulphate to the asbestos sheets; allow to 
dry for 24 hours, and then paint in the 
ordinary way. The object of the zinc sulphate 
solution is to destroy the surface alkali.

Sm,—A good oil-bound water paint would 
probably last for a number of years for the 
purpose suggested, but in common with most 
surface treatments cannot be regarded as a 
permanent treatment. The use of a coloured 
stain might prove more permanent, and would 
be a relatively cheap experiment to make. 
An application of cow-dung is effective in 
setting up vegetation, particularly if trees are 
in proximity, and this might produce, if not 
the exact result in mind, at least a subdued 
pleasant surface. ASBESTOS. 

Srr,—The sheets of asbestos cement should 
be thoroughly washed and wire brushed 
before being treated with an alkali-resisting 
primer, which should be allowed 36 hours 
to dry before paint is applied. In the case of 
work already painted, remove the paint and 
clean, then apply the primer. The paint 
should be selected from a reputable firm of 
paint manufacturers, because green-coloured 
paints are the most susceptible to alkali.

Sin The asbestos sheets should first be 
given a priming coat of linseed oil contain- 
ing 10 per cent. glue, well mixed. On 
drying, this will form a solid base for any 
paint and any shade can safely be applied.

Efflorescence on Plaster. 
[Answers To ‘‘ Kramiza,’”’ Marcu 17.) 
Srr,—This cannot be prevented if certain 
impurities are contained in the plaster. In 
time the impurities will work out and effect a 
cure. If quick results are desired, however, 
the plaster work should be well brushed 
down to remove any surface deposit, and 
then given a coat of internal damp-proofing 
solution. This can be papered over.

Srr,—The precautions necessary before the 
application of an alkali-resisting primer are 
complete removal of all traces of efflorescent 
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salts and to see that the plaster is dry. 
Although the primer exerts a sealing action 
on the porosity of the plaster, its primary 
function is the prevention of the harmful 
effects upon subsequent coverings (paint 
films, paper, etc.), of active chemical agents 
in the plaster. y. Pac) fad Ya 3 
Cylinder Capacity.

Sm,—lIt is a normal practice to increase the 
hot-water storage supply by the addftion of a 
second cylinder. It can be coupled up at the 
same level as the existing cylinder, or it can 
be fitted above it in series with the flow-pipe. 
It is always advisable when contemplating 
such an addition to ascertain whether the 
boiler is capable of maintaining the increased 
supply. I suggest that your correspondent 
refers to his heating engineer for confirmation 
of this. E. L. R. 


Chimney-stack Problem : Discoloration 
of Ceiling. 

[Answers To “ P. J. M.,”’ Marcu 10.] 

Srr,—The black, oily deposit is caused by 
incomplete combustion. If the fire were suffi- 
ciently fierce it would burn completely. The 
remedy is to use a hotter and fiercer fire, 
and to use smaller anthracite. Using a 
stronger draught may be of great assistance, 
and if this causes too hot a fire, the anthracite 
may be mixed with coke. W. E. W. 

Srtr,—If this is a flue with no more than 
43 in. of brickwork round it this may be the 
cause of the trouble, though the showing of 
stains in the ceiling suggests defective, or 
absence of, dampcourse as an _ additional 
cause. A half-brick thickness is likely to 
become waterlogged and so carry soot stains 
with it. The remedy would appear to be an 
entire waterproofing of the outside surface 
from the flaunching down to the roof to ex- 
clude all wet other than the small amount 
blowing under the slab which has been already 
fixed. SURVEYOR. 


IN PARLIAMENT 


Durability of Houses. 

Mr. Duckwortu asked the Minister of 
Health if he would state the average antici- 
pated duration of effective use of council 
houses now being built with State subsidies. 

Mr. Extiotr said that the period of repay- 
ment of the capital cost of these houses had 
been fixed at 60 years, and it was confidently 
expected by his advisers that, subject to 
reasonable care and proper maintenance, the 
effective life of the houses would be consider- 
ably longer. 

Rural Housing. 

Mrs. Tate asked the Minister of Health 
whether, in view of the shortage of accommo- 
dation in rural areas for the urban population 
which would be evacuated in the event of 
war, he would issue special instructions to 
county councils and rural district councils to 
make fuller use of the subsidies available for 
the building of new houses under the Hous- 
ing Act, 1938, in preference to relying on sub- 
sidies granted under the Slum Clearance Act, 
which had resulted in the destruction of many 
cottages which could in no way be described 
as slums. 

Mr. Ettior said that the subsidies avail- 
able under the Housing Act of 1938 were for 
the replacement of dwellings which were no 
longer fit for human habitation, the relief of 
overcrowding, and the provision of houses re- 
quired for agricultural workers. The extent 
to which new houses were required for any or 
all of these purposes must, in the first 
instance, be decided by the individual local 
authorities in the light of the circumstances 
obtaining in their areas. He had had a series 
of conferences with local authorities for the 
purpose of urging them to take full advantage 
of the subsidies available for houses in rural 
areas. 

Mr. Day asked the Minister of Health 
whether he could give particulars, according 
to the latest estimates he had, as to the 
number of houses required for rural districts 
to replace houses at present unfit for human 
habitation. 

Mr. E..ior said that he estimated that in 
addition to some 33,000 houses built, build- 
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ing, or about to be put in hand by the rural 
district councils, they would need to provide 
a further 23,000 houses for the replacement 
of those which were unfit. 


Building By-laws. 

Mr. Emery asked the Minister of Health 
whether, for the protection of working-class 
purchasers of newly-built houses, he would 
consult with the local authorities with a view 
to tightening up local by-laws to ensure that 
newly-built houses should be of better quality 
so as to give reasonably long service without 
abnormal repairs. 

Mr. Bernays said that under the Public 
Health Act, 1936, building by-laws made 
prior to the passing of the Act would lapse in 
July next, and a model code for the guidance 
of local authorities in preparing new by-laws 
had been issued by his Department. So far, 
therefore, as the matter could be dealt with 
by building by-laws, the action suggested by 
his hon. friend was already being taken. 


War Risks. 

Str G. Mircueson asked the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer whether his attention had been 
drawn to the continued uneasiness in the 
building trade in respect of war risk insurance ; 
and, in these circumstances, would he arrange 
to introduce the Bill to deal with this matter 
at the earliest possible moment. 

Caprain Wattace, the Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury, said that the proposals as 
set out in the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s 
statement of January 31 did not require legis- 
lation except as regarded marine war risks and 
the insurance of certain classes of commodities 
on land. The preparation of the necessary 
legislation was being proceeded with.

ANNUAL DINNERS. 
Clacton and District Association. 

The annual dinner of the Clacton and Dis- 
trict Building Trades Employers’ Association 
was held at Clacton recently. Mr. E. G. 
Scopes, President, was in the chair. 

Councillor G. Kennell, proposing the toast 
of ‘‘The Eastern Federation of Building 
Trades Employers,”’ said that the efficiency of 
the National Federation’s machinery for nego- 
tiation with the trade unions was shown by 
the fact that in an industry employing more 
than one million workmen there had been no 
major dispute since 1924, a record which no 
other industry could claim. 

The Federation was keen to improve the 
status of the industry and to see that lads in 
sufficient supply were properly trained in 
building trade craftsmanship. a 

They were totally opposed to ‘‘ jerry build- 
ing,” and with the whole-hearted approval of 
the Minister of Health had promoted a regis- 
tration scheme to ensure a definite standard 
of house building and a guarantee to the 
house purchaser upon that standard. 

‘In all these matters the Federation have 
foremost in their minds that, while desiring 
to improve conditions in the industry, they 
want to see that nothing is done to raise 
prices against the building public. We are 
totally opposed to any system of price rings,’ 
the speaker added. 


Northampton Master Builders’ Association. 

‘* We have been building houses in North- 
ampton at a very steady pace for the last few 
years, and we are nearing the point when 
saturation will be reached. I think it will 
be wise for the builders and the Corporation 
io look a little ahead and not overload, be- 
cause if we are not careful we shall be faced 
with a good many rows of houses unsaleable 
and untenable.’’ Thus Mr. Con Wilson, Vice- 
President of Northampton Master Builders’ 
Association, when proposing the toast of 
‘“The Mayor, Magistrates, and Members of 
the Corporation,”’ at the recent annual dinner 
of the Association. : 

He went on to say that this was the time 
when the Corporation tenants would be 
changing their landlords and coming away 
from the estates on the outskirts of the town 
to find more central premises. The Corpora- 
tion must not think that they could go on 
for ever building houses on the outskirts of 
the town. 


Nuneaton and _ District 
Association. 

The annual dinner of the above Associa- 
tion was held at Smith’s Restaurant, Nun- 
eaton, Mr. T. A. Ellis, President, being in 
-the chair, ae 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Association, 
Mr. H. H. Harper, senior Vice-President of 
the Midland Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, said that, with regard to the state 
of the trade, there had been a diminution in 
the volume of trade during the past few 
months. They were probably aware of the 
reasons. There had been an unfortunate lack 
of: confidence which was not warranted, but 
he thought one could see a little daylight, and 
there was a little return of confidence. They 
could look forward to a future which seemed 
brighter. 

One matter which had arisen as a result of 
the crisis in September was the question of 
war risks. Until the Government had solved 
this intricate and complicated problem the 
building industry would feel the pinch of 
speculative -house building.

Bristol Association of Building Trades 
Employers. 

‘‘ Tf there is one industry more than another 
which is going to benefit by peace, progress 
and prosperity it is yours.’’

Coventry and District Association. 

Replying to the toast of ‘‘ The National and 
Midland Federation’ at the annual dinner 
of the Coventry and District Association of 
Building Trades Employers, held on Saturday, 
March 4, Mr. A. F. Matts, President of the 
Midland Federation, spoke of the ‘‘ wet 
time ’’ insurance scheme, and said there had 
been some controversy locally about this mat- 
ter. He pointed out that it was impossible 
to run any scheme of insurance on bad claims 
only. He used the analogy of unemployment 
benefit, and said it was essential that em- 
ployers and employed operatives should sub- 
sidise the scheme if it were to be kept solvent. 
If this course were not adopted they would 
be forced to apply differential rates which 
would cut across Federation principles and 
lead to industrial chaos. He strongly advised 
members to support the ‘‘ wet time’’ insur- 
ance scheme. 

Referring to holidays with pay, the speaker 
said the Federation felt it was impossible at 
the moment further to burden the industry 
with financial obligations, but they could rest 
assured that before 1941, when Government. 
compulsion would be enforced, the Federation 
woulc? provide its own scheme.

The 1939 edition of Laxton’s Builders’ Price 
Book, which is the 122nd edition of that work, 
has just been published at the price of 10s. 6d. 
net, post free. This publication combines 
under one cover a great deal of information 
which could otherwise only be obtained from 
a variety of sources, and enables comparison 
to be made between alternative materials and 
methods of construction. By means of the 
various analyses and other data the prices can 
be adjusted to suit varying localities and con- 
ditions. 

A new feature of this edition is an A.R.P. 
section, which gives prices for temporary, 
semi-permanent and permanent shelters of 
various types, together with descriptions and 
prices of  fire-resisting and fireproofing 
materials, gas- and splinter-resisting windows, 
shutters and doors, gas filtration and ventila- 
tion plants and sundry fittings. The timber 
marks séction has again been revised to give 
up-to-date and helpful information on this 
subject. Comparative prices are given of a 
large number of Empire timbers suitable for 
structural or decorative purposes. 

The book is divided into trade sections 
covering all branches, and all items are listed 
in a very full index. The tables and memo- 
randa section gives the weights of many build- 
ing materials and other useful data and 
mathematical tables. The chapter entitled 
‘* Legal Notes and Memoranda ’”’ has been 
thoroughly revised and brought up to date in 
conformity with the latest decisions in the 
courts. 

The blue pages (‘‘ List of Proprietary 
Articles and Trade Names ’’) will be found 
useful by those who require the names or 
addresses or telephone numbers of the makers 
of proprietary articles and building products 
sold under trade names. This section has 
been revised and extended for this edition. 
The tables showing the standard rates of 
wages for the building trades in nearly 750 
towns and districts of England and Wales, 
include many regradings which came into 
force on February 1, 1939. The principal 
variations jn wages and materials during the 
past five years are also shown. The book is 
published by Kelly’s Directories, Ltd., 186, 
Strand, W.C.2. 
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DECAY OF SOFT WOODS 


A Forest Products Research Publication. 

Descriptions of 26 of the principal fungi 
which cause decay in soft woods used com- 
mercially in Great Britain, notes on their 
economic importance, and a key by which 
they may be identified, are contained in a 
Forest Products Research publication* issued 
by the Department of Scientific and Indus- 


trial Research. ‘‘ The timbers from coni- 
ferous trees,’’ the Report states, ‘‘ as a class 
must be considered as only moderately 


resistant to fungal decay and insect attack, 
though there are a few important exceptions 
to this general statement. Of the commercial 
soft woods commonly used in this country, 
only two or three species can be considered 
as sufficiently durable for use in an untreated 
condition in exposed situations.’’ Among 
species very resistant to decay, listed in the 
Report, are yew, cedar, Californian redwood 
and Southern cypress. Though the basis of 
resistance to decay is probably mainly 
chemical and due to the presence of sub- 
stances in the wood poisonous to fungi, the 
physical nature of the wood undoubtedly 
has a considerable influence on its durability. 
Obviously a very dense wood has more re- 
sistance than a light, porous one of the same 
chemical composition. Again, practically no 
very light-coloured soft woods (such as 
spruces and firs) are durable. Those species 
which have a definitely coloured heartwood 
are, on the whole, the more durable. 

Damage to growing conifers occurs either 
as the result of fungal infection introduced 
through a broken branch or a wound in the 
stem leading to rotting of the trunk, or from 
butt rots in which infection enters through 
dead or diseased roots. 

After trees have reached a certain age, 
which varies with the species concerned, 
they become very much more liable to heart 
rot and may then be described as overmature. 
For instance, it has been shown that the per- 
centage of decay in Douglas fir in Oregon 
increases very definitely with increasing age 
of the trees, and that in trees somewliere 
between 300 and 350 years of age the loss 
resulting from decay equals the growth in- 
crement and from then on exceeds it. é' 

The Report states that the fungus known 
as Homes annosus is responsible for more 
damage in plantations of conifers than all 
the heart-rotting organisms put together. 
Another troublesome fungus, which can also 
cause decay in felled timber, is known as 
honey fungus (Armillaria mellea). This 
fungus can often be traced to old, decaying 
stumps. 

**Decay,’’ the Report states, should 
never develop in properly stacked timber, but 
sap-stain often appears even when the tim- 
ber is properly piled with adequate ventila- 
tion around the boards. To ensure that the 
sapwood i:emains bright and free from stain 
and mould, it is often necessary, particularly 
when the temperature and the atmospheric 
humidity tend to be high, to dip the freshly 
sawn boards in an antiseptic solution.”’ 

While creosote is an enemy to most fungi, 
there is one, Lentinus lepideus, which does 
not object to the presence of considerable 
amounts of creosote in the wood. It is the 
most important fungus-causing decay in rail- 
way sleepers, telegraph poles, and wood-pav- 
ing blocks. If the spores of the fungus, the 
Report continues, can gain access through 
cracks to untreated wood in the interior of 
the timber, decay will spread throughout 
the whole piece. Sleepers may therefore 
appear superficially sound while the interior 
is extensively decayed. 

In order to obtain sufficient penetration of 
preservatives, it may be necessary to incise 
certain timbers. Paving blocks must also be 
treated with the preservative under pressure 
and not merely dipped or steeped in the 
creosote, as the wear of traffic on the blocks 
will soon expose untreated wood unless the 
preservative has penetrated several inches 
into the wood. The fungus most dangerous 
to mine timber is Poria Vaillantii. It can

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rot pit props in damp air-ways with amaz- 
ing rapidity, often rendering them useless in 
less than a year. It produces great masses 
of growth, which run over the surface of 
the rock or coal face, infecting the neigh- 
bouring props; frequently it develops great 
tassels, which hang down for several feet. 
This fungus can also cause decay in build- 
ings where leakage of water has occurred, 
but unlike the more important dry rot fungus, 
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Merulius Lacrymans, it cannot spread to 
the dryer parts of the building or penetrate 
deeply into the brickwork. Every year 
many thousands of pounds’ worth of timber 
are unnecessarily lost through decay caused 
by fungi. Properly seasoned timber, how- 
ever, which is kept either dry in use or 
treated with preservatives is a most durable 
material since it does not deteriorate with 
age alone.

National Savings Holiday Schemes.

Coke Heaters for Factories and Workshops. 


Under the Factories Act, 1937, the law 
requires the maintenance of specific tempera- 
tures in workshops and factories. The Eagle 
Range and Grate Co., Ltd., announce that 
the ‘‘Eagle’’ Coke Heater was introduced 
specially for this market, the approximate 
heating capacities of the three models avail- 
able being 7,500, 10,000 and 15,000 cubic feet. 
The rate of combustion of the ‘‘ Eagle ’’ Coke 
Heater is governed by the size of the air 
inlet, and a shutter is provided which, when 
dropped into position over the inlet port, can 
cut down the rate of burning to $lb. per hour 
for overnight use. 

The manufacturers state that as regards 
fuel cost, naturally this will vary considerably 
according to the conditions and the price of 
the coke used. Taking the performance of the 
heaters in normal conditions and with coke at 
35s. per ton, the Eagle Range and Grate Co. 
claim that the cost is about 4d. per 24 hours 
for 1,000 cubic feet. 


Building Society’s Report.
